Township Board Approves Increased Budget 


BELLEVILLE -- A General 
Fund Budget of $221,206 for 
the 1968-69 fiscal year has 
been approved by Van Buren 
Township Board. 

The adopted budget Is up 
$16,800 over last year's budget 
of $204,427, Louis A. Tbth, 
township supervisor, reported. 

The rise In budget totals Is 
attributed to Increased opera- 
tion costs and pay boosts ap- 
proved at the Inception of budget 
reviews several weeks ago. 


Anticipated Income rev- 
enues for the 1968-69 year 
were reported at $169,062, plus 
an Increase In collections of 
the Township's one and four 
tenths mill levy, or some 
$62,000 which Is based on in- 
crease valuation of Van Buren 
Township, If assessments are 
not reduced. 

This compares with Income 
revenues of $145,545 and tax 
levy collection of $58,881 last 
year. 


The four tenths mill levy Is 
for Peoples Community Hos- 
pital Authority and the one mill 
for township operation, Toth 
said. 

Van Buren' s total property 
assessment for the 1967-68 
year was $42,032,470, state 
equalized. An Increase during 
the new fiscal year Is antici- 
pated. 

Van Buren Township’s rise 
In valuation has Increased Its 


PC HA mill levy for PC HA debt 
retirement and operation to an 
estimated $16,812, Toth re- 
ported. 

Budgets approved for various 
departments and divisions along 
with last year’s allocations fol- 
low: 

Administration - $76,744, as 
against $63,584; Fire Depart- 
ment - $23,750, as against 
$28,300 which Included the final 
payment of the township’s fire 
true k; Police Department - 


$8,600, as against $9,500. Van 
Buren purchased a new police 
car last year accounting for the 
difference but the department's 
1968-69 allocation is up. 

Sanitation Division, $15,770 
compared to $14,952. The in- 
crease is due to pay adjustments 
and rental Increase. Road Divi- 
sion, Including street lighting 
maintenance, $4,200, against 
$3,800 last year. Toth reported 
the rise to price Increases In 
road maintenance materials. 


Building Department, $26,458, 
as against $30,791 last year. 
The Building Department’s bud- 
get was reduced by $6,000 by 
the transfer of one of its em- 
ployes to the Water Department, 
but pay boosts still bring the 
1968-69 allocation above thatof 
the previous year, he said. 

The Township Board Is to 
take up the Water Department 
budget, a separate review, soon. 

The Parks and Recreation 


Department budget remains the 
same next year. 


Last year the allocation for 
this department was $9,000, 
including the purchase of a 
tractor. Next year will be the 
same and Is to include the cost 
of fencing in the Township's 
New Board Launching Ramp. 
Other expenses and axed 
charges were reported at 
$39,083 as against $28,300. 


This year's income Includes: 
Sales tax, $90,000; Intangibles, 
$11,600; liquor licenses, $3,500; 
telephone charges, $150; trans- 
fer from recreation funds, 
$9,000; dog licenses, $4,000; 
registrations, $2,500; permits, 
$20,000; PC HA’s levy of four 
tenths mill, $16,813; special 
police, $2,000; Interest on in- 
vestments, $4,000; cemetery 
charges, $1,000; trailer camp 
fees, $1,500; and special meet- 
ings, $2,000.

ne of the first things a youngster should be taught 
■ ft today is how to use the telephone. Even before 
' learning to read and write, each chUd should know 
how to reach the operator. As case histories of the 
National Public Safety Council's publication "Family 
Safety" show, even a little four -year old saved her 
mother's life because she know how to reach the tele- 
phone operator. 

Every child of three or older can be taught to speak 
his name and address clearly and should know how to 
make an emergency phone call. The simple act of dialing 
“O'* might save his life or make it possible to save yours. 

Every child old enough to be away from home should 
be checked out on the use of a pay phone. He should be 
taught to life the receiver off the hook, drop the coin 
in the slot that matches it in size, listen for the dial tone, 
and then dial or punch "O" and wait for the voice of 
the lady who will always be able to get the needed help. 

We all should take similar precautions and insist that 
each child has at least one dime in change - reserved 
for that all important telephone call. 

Remember tliat dime - in a real emergency it could 
save a life!

Other Dependents 

To claim the $600 exemption for a dependent, all of 
the following tests must be met: 

Support Test - Contribute over 50% of the support of 
the individual - (except when entering into a multiple 
support agreement). 

Gross Income Test - The dependent must not have 
received $600 or more of gross income In the year 
(except children who are under 19 or who are students). 

Member of Household Test - Persons not related to 
you must have lived In your household the entire year. 
Relatives to the degree of, but not including, cousins can 
live apart from you. So, for cousins and any lesser 
degree of kinship, they must have lived in your household 
the entire year. Dependents who died during the year are 
considered as having lived in your household the entire 
year. 

Citizenship Test - Generally, the dependent must be 
a citizen or resident of this country, or a resident of 
Canada, Mexico, the Canal Zone or the Republic of 
Panama. 

Joint Return Test - The dependent may not have filed 
a Joint return with his or her spouse for the year. 

Dependency Exemptions for Divorced Parents 

Divorced or separated parents with dependent children 
will find a provision in the tax law for 1967 that was 
written specially for them. The change in the law will 
help them determine which party is entitled to the 
dependency exemptions for their children when both par- 
ents contributed toward their support. 

The new rules apply only to divorced or separated 
parents who together furnished more than one-half of 
the child’s total support for the year and where the child 
was in the custody of either or both parents for more than 
one-half of the entire year. 

The law provides generally that the parent who had 
custody of the child for the longer period of time during 
the year will be entitled to the $600 dependency exemp- 
tion. However, there are two exceptions to the general 
rule: (1) The parent without custody will be entitled to 
the exemption (s) if that party contributes at least 
$600 toward the support of the child and the decree of 
divorce, separate maintenance or written agreement 
between the parents provides that such party is to re- 
ceive the deduction or, 

(2) If the non-custodial parent provides $1,200 or more 
of child support, regardless of the number of children, 
and the parent having custody does not prove that she 
(or he) contributed more. In the latter instance, if the 
parent with custody claims to have contributed the 
majority of the support, then each parent will be entitled 
to receive an itemized statement from the other setting 
forth the information on which their claim Is based. 

The new rules do not apply where someone other than 
the parents contribute more than one-half of the total 
support of the child or when a joint return is filed by 
the parents.

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'/My Story from Vietnam! 


VIETNAM - Vietnam is 
divided by the Military into 
four basic groups. They are 
know as: I Corps (northern 
most section), n Corps (north 
central section), m Corps 
(south central section), and IV 
Corps (southern most section). 

I am presently* working out 
of the I Corps area and assigned 
to cover photographically the 
combat operations of the 1st 
Marine Aircraft Wing in Quang 
Tri Province, located approxi- 
mately 13 miles south of the 
DMZ. I find myself also 
covering some of the nearby 
Marine outposts such as Khe 
Sahn, Hill 881, Hill 861, and 
other nearby hills. Wherever, 
duty calls for aircraft support, 
whether it be fixed wing (jets) 
or helicopters that is my 
responsibility to photo- 
graphically record such 
operations. 

My living quarters are at 
a newly formed air strip (the 
northern most military air strip 
in Vietnam) known as Quang 
Tri. Upon completion of my 
assignments and due to the 
remote areas in the north it 
is necessary for me to make 
my way south to Da Nang where 
I am able to get my film 
processed. I work in the north 
but must process my film in 
DaNang about 60 miles from 
Quang Tri. This is the closest 
area which has facilities to 
process film. 

The main photographic 
section of the 1st Marine Air- 
craft Wing (IstMAW) is set 
up in DaNang. Transportation 
utilized consists of any type 
of aircraft that I can catch a 
hop on that is going to DaNang. 
There are no truck convoys 
due the dangers of mines and 
ambushes by the enemy. Flying 
is the safest way to move around 
in Vietnam. Presently all eyes 
are focused on the small remote 
Marine outpost, Khe Sahn (8 - 10 
miles from DMZ and 30 land 
miles to my northwest from 
Quang Tri airstrip). 

Intelligence reports 40,000 
North Vietnamese Army 
regulars surrounding Khe Sahn. 
6000 Marines are holding at 
Khe Sahn. These men must 
live 12 feet below the ground 
due to the constant rocket and 
mortar barrages by the NVA. 
Due to the bad weather it makes 
is hazardous for our jet air- 
craft to support the Marines 
held up there. Much needed 
supplies at nearby Hill 881 
and 861 are sometimes delayed 
due to bad weather and enemy 
50 -cal. machinegun fire and 
rockets. 

The North Vietnamese Army 
is led by Gen. Giap, who planned 
the successful defeat of the 
French in 1954 at Dienbenphu 
(spelling??). AH are waiting 
for a possible ground attack 
on Khe Sahn. Gen. Giap has 
built up almost all his forces 
and supplies in the Khe Sahn 
area. This could only mean 
or at least be on the alert 
for an allout battle. Their

(NVA) morale is low and they 
need a military victory — they 
may be hoping on defeating us 
at Khe Sahn. All surrounding 
units in the I Corps area are 
standing ready to reinforce or 
support the Marines at the Khe 
Sahn if the much apparent 
ground attack comes. 

Morale throughout Vietnam, 
in all sincerity, is very good. 
I can speak for the Marines 
whom I’ve seen and worked 
with. Logistics are excellent 
and better than in any previous 
war. Bad terrain and weather 
does not keep the helicopter 
from supplying and resupplying 
our men in Vietnam, no matter 
where they are located. Thank 
God for the helicopter! 

Mail, the number one morale 
builder, is delivered very 
regularly. "Bullets , beans , and 
mail’* are priority cargo 
carried to the men in Vietnam 
at any location. These are 
much needed items and the 
men of the helicopter 
squadrons are doing an out- 
standing job in getting them 
delivered to the men. Needless 
to say the helicopters are the 
workhorses of the military and 
life-savers. They are also used 
for med-e-vacs, (Medical 
evacuations). Many times when 
men wounded cannot be reached, 
helicopters fly in and pick up 
the wounded and take them to 
a hospital ship off the coast 
of Vietnam where the finest 
medical staffs and equipment 
are available. 

Living conditions vary from 
unit to unit and location to 
location. Of course, if your 


unit is constantly on the move 
tents are the quarters; if you're 
at a permanent installation, 
barracks are the quarters. 
Since the military plans on the 
air strip being a permanent 
area, I live in a hut or small 
barracks with five other men. 
It was built by the Seabees of 
wood and metal roofing. Plenty 
comfortable for being in such 
a remote area and under combat 
conditions. No doubt, the men 
of Vietnam are housed, fed, 
and supplied much better than 
their counterparts in previous 
wars. 

THE PEOPLE of Vietnam: 
North Vietnamese Army (NVA) 
Regular — Usually is about 
21-24 years of age. Basic 
training and advanced training 
is given in the north. Carries 
a 75-pound pack of rocks on his 
back all through training 
to ready hi m for his long journey 
deep into South Vietnam. He 
will carry much supplies or 
possibly ordnance on his back 
and walk all the way. No 
transportation is available to 
the NVA. Sometimes his 
journey will take him 300-400 
miles, walking all the way. 
He must travel by night and 
hide in the day. If our air- 
craft spot him from the air 
his chance of a successful 
journey becomes very slim. 

Upon reaching his destination 
he is given a little more training 
and up to date information on 
fighting tactics in the South. 
At the beginning of the war, 
he was told he was fighting 
to liberate the South from 
American imperialists. Now 
they've changed their motives.

SGT. RONALD ZIELINSKI, (or- 
mer Associated Newspapers staff 
photographer and Wayne Memorial 
High School graduate, whose par- 
ents now reside in Romulus, is now 


serving with the U.S. Marine Corps 
in Vietnam. The accompanying arti- 
cle was sent fron there this past 
week. 


The NVA is now told he is 
fighting to protect the north 
from invasion by the American 
imperialists. After seeingthey 
could not win in battle in the 
south, they had to change their 
reason for being involved. 

If the NVA Is wounded he 
can pretty much count on death 
or loss of limbs. He has 
almost no medical facilities 
to assist him if he should 
become wounded -- and with 
this climate a small wound 
can result in a serious 
infection. Poor medical staffs 
and supplies hinder his survival 
after being wounded. His re- 
supply- of food, ammo, etc. is 
exceptionally poor. However, 
they do manage to get enough 
supplies to continue on. 

NEXT IS THE Hard-core Viet 
Cong: Trained by the NVA, but 
not as well trained, he is the 
next individual in the enemy 
ranks. His problems are about 
the same and some times mo.e 
so since the NVA (being the 
better soldier) gets most of 
the support and supplies. 

VIET-CONG: Thinl in the 
enemy- ranks. He is picked 
from South Vietnamese families 
and forced to fight or have his 
family killed. He lives within 
his hamlet (village) and sets 
booby traps and gathers infor- 
mation for the enemy. At night 
he plays the role of a sniper 
and during the day he acts 
the part of an innocent peasant 
farmer. Many times it is 
not his fault he is VC. I 
wonder sometimes what we 
would do If someone had the 
drop on us — and If we didnt 
fight for them our families 
would be killed. Many times 
when the South Vietnamese re- 
fuse to aid the VC, their heads 
are cut off or their families 


shot before their eyes. I wonder 
what anyone would do In such 
a situation. Problems the same. 

THE VIETNAMESE people 
themselves: The common 

people are a very jx»r people. 
The very things the American 
people take so much for granted 
they must work all their lives 
for and still never obtain. 
America has so much to be 
thankful for, so very much. 
They're a very crude people, 
knowing little or nothing about 
personal hygiene or clean- 
liness. For this reason disease 
Is at a maximum. Unclean 
water aids the situation, along 
with improper diet and nourish- 
ment. The woman of the family 
does most of the work. She 
will also travel to the markets 
and do all the bargaining for 
the family. If she is not a 
good bargainer, then she is 
a failure as a wife --sobelieve 
the South Vietnamese. Living 
conditions in all aspects are 
sad. Buddhism is the largest 
religion in Vietnam. 

ARMY OF THE Republic of 
Vietnam (ARVN): Here Is the 
individual who is supposed to 
be fighting at the side of the 
Marines. A hardly reliable 
Individual and sometimes can- 
not be trusted. True, there 
are some units of the ARVN 
that are darn good fighters 
and faithful, but they are the 
minority. In intense combat, 
after talking to the Marine 
infantrymen, they would rather 
sit back and let the U.S. Marines 
do their fighting for them. When 
taking a hill the Marines are 
out in front and they slowly 
fall to the rear. They frighten 
very easy. They are not the 
hard fighters the NVA are. 
Basically they are lazy and 
cowards. Again, I repeat, this 
is not the case with all units 
of the ARVN. 


To tell you of one Incident 
involving the ARVN: A heli- 
copter pilot was flying a group 
of ARVN into an enemy zone 
so they could secure an area 
big enough for the helicopter 
to come In and land without 
receiving too much ground fire. 
Upon landing they refused to get 
out of the helicopter. The 
crew had to force them out. 
They were so angry at the 
helicopter crew that they pulled 
the pin on a heat grenade and 
wedged it between one of the 
seats of the chopper hoping 
the vibration would jar It loose 
and ignite the grenade. Thank 
God it didn't jar loose and the 
crew chief found it after they 
returned to base. This is our 
faithful and grateful ARVN. 
This is the thanks we get for 
helping them. There are other 
cases but I do not want to go 
into all of them. So now the 
crew throughly checks all heli- 
copters after transporting an 
ARVN unit in their birds. 

I must say this, the Republic 
of Korea (known as ROK's) 
have some outstanding troops 
here. The NVA fear them like 
the plague. They are hard 
fighters who fear nothing. They 
have fought along side of us 
and can very much be trusted. 

I have heard nothing but good 
reports from Marine infantry- 
men about our allies the South 
Koreans. 

Many times an ARVN will 
have a relative in the ranks 
of the NVA and just as soon 
as the going looks bad he will 
turn against you. There has 
been cases told to me where 
the U.S. Forces had to booby 
trap the machine guns used by 
the ARVN. They were set so 
that if they were revolved more 
than 180 degrees on their mount 
they would explode. This was

to prevent the ARVN from re- 
volving the gun completly 
around and turning the gun on 
our troops when things were 
looking rough. They (ARVN), 
it is said, will switch to the

going gets tough. They work 
with the "winning^Side." It 
is a sad thing to say, but it 
has been proven to be true, 
according to the reports I get.

DETROIT -- Purchase of riot 
control equipment for the Wayne 
County Sheriff’s department has 
been given preliminary 
approval. 

Sheriff Peter L. Buback said 
the equipment is needed “to 
provide adequate protection of 
out-county residents in the 
event of civil disturbances.” 

The purchase was approved 


by the Sheriff's Committee of 
the County' Board of Super visors 
Feb. 28. Approval by the board's 
Ways and Means Committee and 
then the full board is still need- 
ed. Ways and Means is sched- 
uled tentatively to meet March 
19 and the full board March 26. 

The list of items includes a 
total of 148 shotguns and rifles, 
including five AR-15 automatic 
rifles; enough teargas-like 


chemical Mace to equip 143 
officers; 10 armored vests; plus 
helmets, shields, heavy gloves 
and combat boots for 90 men. 
Ten walkie talkies and six elec- 
tric megaphones are among the 
items. 

The cost of the equipment is 
estimated at $43,450. 

Most of the equipment is ear- 
marked for the Sheriff’s Road

Direct sealed 
pouches will be made up for 
points in Ge rman.y_such as 
Frankfort, Hamburg and Berlin. 
Other pealed pouches will be

Pan 
American World Airways and 
Trans World Airways will be 
the two major carriers carrying 
the service to Europe while 
American Airlines will provide 
the service to Mexico City. 

All three airlines operate 
dally flights on international 
schedules from Metro Airport 
and this factor alone should 
be an asset to the thousands 
of servicemen and their fam- 
ilies with letters and packages. 

While this milestone of jet- 
age air mail service, where 
your letters mailed here in 
western Wayne County are de- 
livered tomorrow in London, 
is a marvel of our times, a 
significant item must not be 
forgotten - that only a few 
miles from Metro at the Ford 
Airport on Oakwood Blvd. was 
the scene of the first milestone 
reached in the direct air mail 
service. 

It was at Ford Airport that 
the first air mail service In

Called the Ford Air Transport, 
the airline was operating with 
surprising regularity on its 
routes with the famed Ford 
•Tin Goose." 

The airplane was an all-metal 
monoplane powered by a WW-I 


type Liberty engine and an 
unusually thick internally 
stressed wing. The basic pat- 
tern has changed little to this 
day. Hundreds of routes, air- 
lines and contracts blanket the 
earth to provide the heavy ser 
vice the world demands, but the 
airline and air mail map bom 
and drawn 42 years ago in 1926 
at nearby Ford Airport is a 
very thin skeleton of the large 
body of service available to the 
public today.

Don Kelly, Western Wayne’s Own 
Irish-rover, Is Home Again After 
Adventure In Mexican Wilds

H E’S GOT A "WEE bit 
of the Irish" about him, 
has James Donald Kelly 
of Westland, which as folks used 
to say means he's got a "wee 
bit of restlessness." And a 
"wee bit of restlessness" he’s 
had ever since he discovered 
there are worlds outside his 
own home town to explore. 

He has just returned from 
an eight-month, five-day trek 
through Mexico and Central 
America where he sat in mud 
and grass huts while a"Bruja" 
(witch) hopped up on "Hungos" 
(sacred mushrooms) helped 
her people take trips into the 
land of ecstasy; probed into 
the Sacred Well at Chichen 
Itza where the spirits of the 
sacrificial Virgins hang heavy 
in the atmosphere; watched en-

tranced while a strong Negro 
danced in a state of self - 
hypnosis on a bed of hot, 
gleaming coals; and travelled 
approximately 20,000 miles 
experiencing adventures that 
have colored and will continue 
to color his thinking; that have 
made, if not a better man, 
a different man, he feels. 

It was only a little over 
two years ago that James Donald 
Kelly, whose friends call him 
Don, was a 9 to 5 man and 
chomping at the bit. 

"It wasn't that I didn’t like 
my job," he says in his deep 
resonant voice. "It's just that 
I wanted to get out and go 
somewhere before I finally 
settle down. I’d been hunting 
out in Wyoming and Montana 
and Colorado, and about four 
years ago I'd followed the Trans 
Canada highway up into the 
wilds of British Columbia, and 
I trekked over the Mojave 
desert, but this onb assuaged 
the wanderlust a little." 

And then he met 28-year-old 
Art Erickson of Birmingham, 
whose thirst to see the world 
had-sent him propelling over 
100,000 miles with his cameras 
and his tape recorder, with 
which he photographed and re- 
corded on tapes the sounds 
and "feels" of other cultures 
for his own company. The Viking 
Films, 

"When he invited me to come 
along on this planned trip, I 
didn’t give him a chance to 
change his mind. I asked my 
employer for a leave of absence, 
but I guess an 8-month leave 
of absence is an unheard of 
policy, so I quit." 

Two others joined the party, 
James Romig of Ferndale, and 
Rob Hart of Florida, who had 
his nineteenth birthday in the 
wilds. One day in June the 
four adventurers left Birm- 
ingham, driving a 289 Bronco 
and a Ford Ranger 250 pickup 
with a Camper on the back 
loaded down with cameras, 
camping equipment and other 
gear needed for adventure in 
the wilds. 

On a winding road in the state 
of Oaxaca in Mexico, the 
adventurers met a couple bus- 
loads of "hippies" being 


accompanied back from where 
they had come by the Mexican 
government police. 

"We'd seen them," Don 
laughed, "but we hadn't really 
associated them with us. How- 
ever, when we drove into the 
town of Huautha De Jimenez, 
we were actualb placed under 
house arrest. It seems that 
this town of the "sacred mush- 
room" had been getting a lot 
of tourist trade lately by those 
who like to sit still when they 
take their trips, and the 
authorities were getting mighty 
suspicious of foreigners. 

"I think the fact we were 
all clean-shaven helped us a 
little, but even so we would 
discover after we had gone 
to bed at night that there were 
men in sombrero's pulled low 
over their eyes, and serapes 
drawn close around them, 
standing in doorways across 
the street. And I expect they 
were behind us, too. 

"However, they did let us 
film the rituals. They have 
what they call the "Bruja" 
or witch. . .in fact, they have 
one witch who is quite famous, 
named Sabina, and we actually’ 
sat in on some of these cere- 
monies when they would gather 
together with the witch in a 
mud and grass hut. She would 
go through an almost liturgical 
chant, chanting away, with the 
incense burning and people 
laying around on the floor 
grubbing these mushrooms, 
smoking marihuana and things 
like this, and man, it was weird. 

"This famous witch has a 
little kid she is training. . .1 
think he is her grandson about 
eight years old and she is 
teaching him to be a warlock, 
or a male witch, so that after 
she dies he will take over her 
position." 

"Being in this town was the 
strangest experience which left 
us with a weird feeling. . .a 
feeling you cant quite put your 
finger on. . jit was weird, man, 
weird! 

"This is the way it was. 
Here, we talk about various 
drugs that could possibly cause 
genetic deficiences. Well, in 
that town, those people had the 
queerest way of looking at you. 
They were looking at you and

yet they weren’t looking at you. 
They were kind of looking 
through you. 

"We saw a great many people 
with physical ailments, a 
certain amount of mongolism 
and other defects. The town 
was located in one of the most 
remote and beautiful sections 
we visited, and it seemed 
incongruous that such a large 
number of people in the small- 
ish place should be deformed 
in some way." 

The Yucatan made a deep 
impression on the wanderer. 

"You know, you could amost 
feel the ancients of that place," 


he said. "No one has ever found 
out where the Mayas came from, 
how they got there or what 
happened to them, but their 
civilization goes way back to 
before Christ. And then around 
the 16th century, poof, they 
were gone! Or at least their 
power and influence just dis- 
appeared. 

"There are archaeologists 
there now who believe the 
secrets of the Mayas are in 
the silt at the bottom of the 
sacred well. This Is where 
they used to throw their young 
virgins to appease their god 
of rain who was supposed to 
live in that well. It was eerie. 
I guess they used human 


sacrifice there for some 2000 
years. We couldn’t find any 
virgins that wanted to be a 
human sacrifice, so we dressed 
some up and filmed them at 
the well. Apparently when they 
threw their sacrifice into the 
water they also sent along 
offerings of Mayan art, treasure 
and handicraft. That’s why 
archeologists are particularly 
interested in the bottom of that 
well." 

As the four adventurers 
plunged further into Central 
America they often went deep 
into the interior, travelling not 
only with their own trucks, but 
by mule, dugout canoes and by 
light airplane. 


"What we really wanted to 
do was to get into the ‘off- 
beat’ type of adventure, the 
kind of thing the average tourist 
doesn’t see, or do, like putting 
a pack on your back, or climb- 
ing on a mule and go stomping 
into areas that are away off 
the track," Kelly said. "Con- 
sequently, we wanted to film 
the most interesting for 
presentation to the public. . . 
things we could see, sort of 
a "bold journey." 

"I think the thing that 
impressed me most and that 
I have carried home with me 
is the feeling that I have seen 
man as a whole, so to speak. 
A trip like this gives you a 


chance to meet people, real 
people, who are living in their 
own country, observing their 
own culture of thousands of 
years ago, in some cases com- 
plete ly unchanged. . .another 
human being in his own natural 
habitat, and you find out that 
people down deep In their basic 
nature are pretty much the 
same. 

"There was one thing, though, 
that we saw that really shook 
me up. We were visiting the 
Bushwa Negroes and they let 
us stay and photograph some 
of their rituals, and the one 
that I can absolutely not ex- 
plain, was a shocker. These 
people, clothed only in loin 
cloths, built huge bonfires and 
after the flames had died down 
and there was only a bed of 
hot, gleaming coals, a man 
would leap in and startdancing. 
Of course, while the flames 
were high they were getting 
all worked up with the beating 
of their drums and their 
dancing, and then, all of a 
sudden this big guy would leap 
into that bed of hot coals and 
whether he was self -hypnotized 
or not, I cant say, but it 
was pretty shaking to watch. 

"There’d be a woman, who 
would stand by until the time 
was ripe to pull him out, and 
then she would haul him out. 
But before that happened, he 
would actually pick up those 
hot coals and rub them over 
his chest, and his legs, and 
there wouldnt even be a mark 
except of charcoal. He’d even 
laugh! Fantastic." 

Don took over 2,500 colored 
slides and almost all of them 
came out "just perfect," he 
said. 

"Where do I go from here?" 
he asked in answer to a ques- 
tion. "I don’t know. I really 
don’t know. I’d like to get this 
stuff edited, and I’d love to 
show it before groups, parti- 
cularly young people, because 
I like the kids, but after that 
. . .in what direction my life 
will now take,I don't know. . «" 

A few months should see 
him taking' off for maybe the 
Congo or somewhere equally 
far away, because there’s still 
an awful lot of world left for 
him to explore, and it's obvious 
there’s still a "wee bit of 
restlessness" left in him.

coaches and players for anyone who was interested, that learned 
sports personalities and members of the Michigan High School 
Athletic Association including Allen Bush, associate director of 
MHSAS: Vern L. Norris, assistant director; Fordy Anderson, 
ex-cage coach at MSU; Lee Turner, of Melvlndale, Manny 
Lentine, of Wayne St, Mary’s; Lofton Greene, River Rouge High;

Section 5, Vaccination, of said Ordinance 2-1C-66 is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

After full compliance with all requirements for the 
issuance of a license under this Ordinance, the Township 
Treasurer, or such other person as the Township Treas- 
urer, shall from time to time designate as herein pro- 
vided, shall deliver to applicant a check or a disc of 
copper, brass or other suitable metal containing the 
number of the license duly stamped thereon together with 
the year and the words Township of Van Buren. Provided, 
howaver, that no license shall be issued unless said 
application for license shall be accompanied by a rabies 
vaccination certificate signed by a duly licensed and 
registered veterinarian giving his business address 
and telephone number and containing the following ad- 
ditional information: 

1. A certification that the veterinarian so vaccinated 
the subject dog; 

2. A statement of the type of vaccine so used; 

3. A notation of the date the vaccine was administered; 

4. The name and address of the animal owner; and 

5. A description of the animal so vaccinated 

No person shall remove the collar or check from any 
dog without consent of the owner or the party to whom 
the license is issued. 

AU Ordinances or parts of Ordinances in conflict 
herewith, are hereby repealed only to the extent neces- 
sary to give this Ordinance full force and effect. 

The provisions of this Ordinance are hereby ordered 
to take effect upon the expiration of thirty (30) days 
after publication of this Oidinante.
